Our method of ceasputation shewn for each individual in letter of 27 May 
foy your inf cessation and future guida n ce, as will be noted from the 
following quotation from letter dated 21 Hay* "After prior compu- 
tations on the daily basis have been reviewed and recomputed on the 
hourly basis* as outlined above* it is M$*ly probable that you and 
the Disbursing Officer will desire to effect adjustments where nec- 
t ,, 1 ^ t v* i It was further stated that your computations of salary 
we correct on the basis on which they were wade* but if an employee 
did not reader a full 80 hours of duty in a pay period ha would be 
overpaid oar underpaid depending upon the day of the week on which he 
did Sot work since employees of your office did rat work the same 
a a d br of hours each day of the week. TOe were fully cognisant of the 
reaeon for c omputati ons in the manner employed by you and our letter 
wee i ntende d only to rail your attention to certain specific oases 
wh fdfay a discrepancy would be occasioned because of the variance In 
ajgtheds of computation for any action deemed necessary by you and 
the F inance Officer, and, as has been said before, to be used as a 
guide in processing subsequent accounts* 

Hth reference to the date of personnel actions, you are advised that 
an ac tion may be prepared and dated prior to the actual entrance on 
duty date* However, the effective date of the action and/or date of 
•n&rnnoe on duty moat be the ssiae. For example: the action prepared 


by ymsr office for 'f could have been dated 

1 #f>r*¥»r y 1947* indicating it had been prepared in advance. The 
effective date of the action would have to be 7 January 1947* au- 
thorising his entrance on duty that date. This is not inconsistent 
with any previous advice released either in writing or verbally to 
your offioe.
